WASHINGTON. March 5.—President 


Wilson's inaugural address was as fol- 
lows: 


My Fellow Citizens: The four ycar.s 


which have elapsed since last I stood 
in this place have been crowded with 
counsel and action of the most vital in- 
terest and consequence. Perhaps no 
equal period in our history has been so 
fruitful of important reforms - in our 
economic and industrial life or so full 
of significant changes in the spirit and 
purpose of our political 
action. 
We 


have sought very thoughtfully to set 
our house in order, correct the grosser 
orrors and ahuses of our 
industrial 


life, liberate and quicken the processes 
of our national genius and energy, and 
lift our politics to a broader view of 
the people's essential interests. Tt is 
a record of singular variety and singu- 
lar distinction. 
But I shall not attempt 


to review it. It speaks for itself and 
will be. of Increasing influence as the 
years go by. This is not the time for 
retrospect. It is time rather to speak 
our thoughts and purposes concerning 
the present and the immediate future. 


Hard to Preserve Calm 


Although we have centered counsel 


and action with such unusual concen- 
tration and success upon the great 
problems of domestic legislation 
to 


which we addressed 
ourselves 
four 


years ago, other matters have more 
and more forced themselves upon our 
attention, matters lying outside our 
own life as a nation arid over which 
we h:> d no control, but which, despite 
our wish to keep frae of them, have 
Urtnyn us- more and more irresistibly 
into their own currerlt and influence. 
... It has been impossible to avoid them. 
They have affected the life of the whole 
world. They have shaken men every- 
where with a, passion and an apprehen- 
sion they never knew before. It has 
been hard to preserve calm counsel 
while the thought of our own people 
swayed this way and that under their 
influence. 
We arc a composite 
and 


cosmopolitan people. We arc of , the 
blood of all the nations that are at war. 
The currents of our thoughts as well 
ns the currents of oxir trade run quick 
at nil sea-sons back and forth between 
us and them. The war inevitably set 
its mark from the lirst alike upon our 
minJs. our industries, our commerce, 
our politics and our social action. To 
be indifferent to it. or independent of 
it. was out of the question. 
Deeply Wronged on Seas 


And yet all the while we have been 


conscious that we were not part of it. 
In that consciousness, despite many di- 
visions, we have drawn closer together. 
We have been deeply wronged on the 
seas but we have no wish to wrong or 
injure 
in 
return; 
have 
retained 


throughout the consciousness of stand- 
ing in some sort apart, intent upon an 
intcrc'st that transcended the immedi- 
ate issues of the War itself. As some 
of the injuries done us have become 
intolerable we have been still clear that 
we w|shcri nothing for ourselves that 
we Vycre not ready to demand for all 
mankind — fair dealing, justice, the 
freedom to live and be at case against 
organized wrong. 
Obliged to Arm Ourselves 


It. is in this spirit and 
witli 
this 


thought, that we have grown more and 
more aware, more and more certain 
that the part we wished to play was 
the part of those who mean to vindi- 
cate and fortify peace. We have been 
obliged to arm ourselves to make good 
iiur claim to a certain minimum of 
right and oC freedom of action. 
Wo 


stand firm in armed neutrality since it 
seems that in no other way we can 
demonstrate what it is wo insist upon 
and cannot forego. We may even be 
drauni on, by circumstances not by our 
own purpose or desire, to a more active 
assertion of our rights as we see them 
and rf" more immediate association with 
t.he great struggle itself. But nothing 
will alter our thought or our purpose. 
They arc too clear to be obscured":' They 
are too deeply rooted in the principles 
of our national life to be altered. 
\Vc desire neither "conquest nor udvan- 
tago. 
AVc wish nothing that can be 


had only at the cost of another power. 
We always profess unselfish 
purpose 


and we covet the opportunity to prove 
thiil our professions are sincere.

do them as time and opportunity serve: 
but we realize that the greatest things 
that remain to be done must be done 
with the whole world for stage and in 
co-operation with the wide and univer- 
sal forces of mankind, and we are mak- 
ing our spirits ready for those things. 
They will follow in the immediate wake 
of the war itself and will set civilizaT 
tion up again. We arc provincials no 
longer. 
Can Be No Turning Back 


Tho tragical events of the thirty 


months of vital turmoil through which 
we have just passed, have made us cit- 
izens of the world. There can he no 
turning.back. Our own fortunes as a 
nation are involved, whether we would 
have it so or not. 
And yet we are not the less Ameri- 


cans on that account. We shall be the 
more Americans if we but remain true 
to the principles of a province or of a 
single continent. We have known and 
boasted all along that they were the 
principles of a liberated 
mankind. 


These, therefore, are the things we 
shall stand for, whether in war or in 
peace. 
That all nations are equally in- 


terested in the peace of the world 
und in the political stability of free 
peoples, and equally responsible for 
their maintenance. 
That 
tho 
essential 
principle 
ol 


peace is the ac.tual equality of na- 
tions 
in all matters of right or 


privilege; 
That 
peace 
cannot 
securely 
or 


justly rest upon an armed balance 
of power: 
That governments derive all their 


jus' powers from the consent of the 
governed and that no other powers 
should be supported by thn common 
thought, purpose or power of the 
family of nations. 


Demands Freedom of Seas 


That the seas should be equally 


free and safe for the use of all peo- 
ples under rules set up by common j 
agreement and consent and that, so j 
far as practicable they should be ac- 
cessible to all upon equal terms; 
That national armaments should be 


limited to the necessities of national 
order and domestic safety: 
That tho community of interest and 


of power 
upon which peace must 


henceforth de,pend imposes upon each 
ration tho duty of seeing to it that 
all influences proceeding from its own 
citizens meant to encourage or assist 
revolution in other states should be 
sternly 
and 
effectually 
suppressed 


and prevented. 


I need not argue these principles to 


you, my fellow countrymen, they are 
vnur own. part and parcel of your 
own thinking and your own motive 
in affairs. 
They spring up native 


amongst us. 
Upon this as a. plat- 


form of purpose and action we can 
stand together. 
And it is imperative that we should 


stand together. 
XYc are being forged 


into a, ne\v unity amidst the tires that 
now bla.'/e. throughout the world. 


In their ardent heat, -wo shall, in 


God's providence, let 
us hope, be 


purged of faction and division, purl- 
nod of the errant humors of party 
and 
of private 
interest and 
shall 


stand forth in the days to come with 
a. new dignity of national pride and 
spirit. 
Let each man see to it tha.t 


the dedication is in his .own heart, 
the high purpose of the nation in 
his own mind, ruler of his own wilf 
and desire.

for Peace, Stability of Free Peoples, 
National Equality in Matters of Right 
and Freedom of Seas — Declares 
There Can be no Turning Back- 
Sounds Warning Against Any Fac- 
tion or Intrigue to'Break Harmony 
or Embarrass Spirit of American 
People—Calls for United America

WASHINGTON, March 5.—-President 


Wilson took the oath of office in public 
at 12.45 o'clock this afternoon and de- 
livered his inaugural address before a 
great crowd which packed the plaza at 
the east front of the capitol. 
Vice-President Marshall had 
been 


inaugurated in the senate chamber a 
few minutes before. 
With a new consecration to the na- 


tion's service, the president, touching 
on the international crisis, 
declared 


there could now be no turning ba.ck 
from the tragical events of the last 
thirty months which have brought up- 
on Americans a new responsibility as 
citizens of the world. The president 
declared 
anew that America 
must 
stand for peace, for stability of free 
peoples, national equality in matters of 
right; that the seas must be free to 
all, and that the family of nations shall 
not support any governments not de- 
rived from the consent of the governed. 


Sounding a solemn warning to the 


nation against.any faction or intrigue 
to break the harmony or embarrass the 
spirit of the American people, 
the 


president called for an America "united 
in feeling, in purpose and in its vision 
of duty, of opportunity and of ser- 
vice." 
At the conclusion of his address, the 


president led the inaugural procession 
back to the White House, where it 
passed in review before him. 


CITY ASTIR EARLY 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—Inaugur- 


ation day began under leaden clouds 
that threatened to spill rain or snow at 
any moment. A cold, raw wind whip- 
ped the rain soaked decorations of the 
capital and swept the waterlogged 
grandstands which have stood under 
drenching downpours for nearly a 
week. 
Hours before the time for the cere- 


monies at the capitol the city wus astir. 
making the final preparations for the 
show. Pennsylvania avenue was cov- 
ered with a thick floating of tine sand 
to dry the route of the 
procession. 


Troops 
assigned 
to the president's 


guard or to the procession were mov- 
ing through the city to their places; 
platoorfe of Boy Scouts, assigned to as- 
sist in preserving order, were marching 
to their posts. Thousands of specta- 
tors who had no places on the review- 
ing stands were beginning to pack the 
avenue behind the lines of stout steel 
cables strung from the White House to 
the capitol to keep the avenue absoute- 
ly clear of everything. 


President Up Karly 


President Wilson was tip at S o'clock 


and took breakfast before 0 o'clock, 
with members of his family and his 
hous^ guests. Ho had no engagement 
before the. time or his departure for 
the capitol at I I o'clock. 


His inaugural address, which was 


sent to the public printer lato last 
night, was returned to the White House 
early this morning and finally gone 
over by the president. 


The president had a touch of coir] 


yesterday but. was better this morn- 
ing, and although worried over the 
international situation was said by hiy 
physlHa.n to be in good condition for 
th** inaugural ceremonies. 


The wind switched about and stirred 


ui> the rainy looking clouds and soon 
blue patches appeared in 
tho sky. 


Then the sun broke through and flood- 
ed tlio soaking streets and stands wi'.li 
Its warm ra.ys for a few moments, only 
to disappear again.

CLEAN UP, PLANT UP 


With the coming of spring the usual 


clean up and paint up campaign will 
be inaugurated but this year it will be 
extended to include a plant up cam- 
paign. In view of the high prices of 
all the necessaries of life, it should not 
be necessary to advise anybody of the 
opportunity to save money by planting 


home garden with the most useful 


vegetables. For a small amount, say 
a couple of dollars, the necessary seed 
-an be purchased and the 
fertilizer 


should not cost over five dollars for 
i. fair sized garden. 
With these pre- 


liminaries the next step towards the 
successful cultivation of a garden de- 
pends upon skill in planting and prop- 
er care afterwards. Each 
vegetable 


requires special treatment and care 
peculiar lo itself. 
Those who imagine 


that there is nothing to do but bury 
the seed under the surface, had better 
waste no time in gardening. If you do 
not know how to raise potatoes, cab- 
bages, turnips, carrots, tomatoes, let- 
tuce and celery, find out from some- 
body who does and follow the rules to 
the letter. 


If you want to plant your garden on 


thoroughly scientific lines, write to the 
Department of Agriculture at Wash- 
ington for instructions on how to plant 
the vegetables you want to grow and 
you will get printed instructions ot the 
most reliable kind. 


It has been estimated that a back 


yard 25 by 50 feet, if well planted, will 
produce an abundance of fresh vegeta- 
bles for a. family of six for an entire 
season. That would certainly cut down 
the cost of living very materially, and 
it would also afford healthy and pleas- 
urable exercise in the open air. A gar- 
den of the size stated if well tilled and 
cultivated should produce vegetables 
worth $100 and worth at least $50 un- 
der ordinary care. 


There is a movement on foot to 


make tho nation self-sustaining. 
Let 


it begin with the back yards and the 
vacant lots. Turn them into thrift 
gardens nnd thus make money. For 
the back yard gardens quick maturing 
vegetables are preferable, such as let- 
tuce, radishes, string beans, beets, on.r- 
rots and tomatoes, but in the larger 
plots the potato should take a promi- 
nent place a.s it. is certain to pay es- 
pecially when prices are driven up to 
the extraordinary figure of

upwards per bushel. 


As to the clean up and paint up. 


that is an important consideration 
which will doubtless be generally at- 
tended to. The city departments usu- 
ally attend to the .streets and gutters, 
but the citi/.en.s must clean up the 
back yards, the alleys and other iil.-i^oH. 
where tilth and rubbish have boon ac- 
cumulating during tho winter. The po- 
lice, if so instructed, can help along the 
clean-up movement hy calling the at- 
tention of householders to any unclean-

ing for directness of action explains 
why on more than one occasion he has 
walked to different

He has never allowed prece- 


dent to Interfere with the course he 
thought the most direct. 


The time the president's working day 


begins depends upon the season of the 
year. Ordinarily, in winter he sets up 
between 7 and 7.30 o'clock, but in 
sum- 


mer he usually arises earlier—some- 
times at 5 or 5.30. 
He believes in day- 


light saving whenever possible. 


When he first came to the 
White 


House he. attended to most of his offi- 
cial work in the morning, and played 
golf in the afternoon, but this winter 
he reversed his program, and played 
golf in the warm morning hours, and

When the cabinet meets 
the president's advisers are frequently 
early, but are seldom late. 


The president, now 60 years old, is 


very healthy, and his only weaknesses 
are of the stomach and eyes. Because 
of attacks of indigestion he is more of 
less on a diet most of the time, but is 
as regular in his meals as In all his 
other habits. 


Society has no charms for Mr. Wilson 


and for Society with a capital S he has 
a positive aversion. On more than one 
occasion his failure to hide his feelings 
has been noticeable. 
He avoids all so- 


cial functions whenever possible. 


As a breaker of precedents Mr. Wil- 


son set official Washington agasp even 
before he came into office by announc- 
ing that he did not desire the usual 
inaugural ball. 
He followed that by 


declining membership in some so-called

claimed the membership of presidents. 


One of his first acts was to greatly 


decrease the number of army and navy 
officers assigned to tho White House as 
aides, until less than a half dozen re- 
mained. Mr. Wilson abolished the mo- 
torcycle guard which used to surround 
the president's car when he went ojt 
on the streets, sayinsr he wished to go 
about just as any otner citizen 


When he began the custom of deliv- 


ering his addresses to congress in per- 
son "he revived the custom which had 
died with Washington and Adams. No 
president since Jefferson had addressed 
the congress personally and no other 
president since Madison had addressed 
the senate separately on foreign affairs 
as President Wilson did on his cele- 
brated peace note.

States has been without a president Jo 
many have believed. 
It also disposes of the popul ir notion 


that the secretary of state has been 
president for a day in this interval. 


Chief Justice Marshall's ruling was 


made in a letter to John Qulncy Aa- 
ams, then secretary ot" state and who 
later became president, who asked foi 
his advice. 
Under date of Feb. -0, 1821, Chief 


Justice Marshall wrote: 


"Sir: 
"I have conversed with my brethrei 


on the subject you suggested when 
had the pleasure of 
seeing

\\ill take the liberty to 
communicate 


the result. 
"As the constitution only provide 


that the president shall take the oat! 
it prescribes 'before he enter on 
tn< 


execution of his ollice,' and as the lav 
is silent on the subject, the time seem 
to be in some measure at th" dlscretloi 
of that high officer.

ous propriety in taking the

Declares Country Face to Face 


With Greatest Peril of History 
Unless Senate Acts to Take 
Away Power of Obstructionists 


"WASHINGTON, aiarch 5.—President 


Wilson last night informed the coun- 
try, in a statement, that he may be 
without power to arm merchant ships 
and take other steps to meet the Ger- 
man submarine menace, in the absence 
of .authority from congress. 


An extra session of congress, 
the 


president says, is required to clothe 
him with authority, but it is useless 
to call one while the senate works un- 
der the present rules which permit a 
small minority to keep an overwhelm- 
ing' majority from acting". 
The president 
proposes, 
therefore, 


that the special session of the senate 
which he has called to meet today re- 
vise the rules "to supply the means of 
action and save the country from dis- 
astes." 
"A little group of wilful men," says 


the president in his statement, "repre- 
senting: no opinion but their own, have 
rendered the great government of the 
United States helpless and contempti- 
ble." 
Crisis Worst in Country's History 


The president's statement 
in 
full 


follows: 
"The termination of the last session 


of the 64th congress by constitutional 
limitation discloses a situation unpar- 
alleled in the history of the country, 
perhaps unparalleled in tho history of 
any modern government. In the imme- 
diate presence of a crisis fraught with 
more subtle and far-reaching1 possibil- 
ities of national danger than any oth- 
er the government has l:no\ n within 
the whole history oi." its international 
relations, the congress 1ms been 
un- 


able lo act either to safeguard 
the 


country or to vindicate the elementary 
rights of its citizens. 
"More than 500 of the 531 members 


of the two houses were 
ready 
and 


anxious to act; the house of represen- 
tatives had acti;^, by an overwhelm- 
ing, majority: but the senate was un- 
able to act because a little g'roup of 
11 senators had determined that 
it 


should not. 
{iovernment Completely Paralyzed 


"The senate has no rules by which 


debate can bo limited or brought 
to 


an end, no rules by 
which dilatory 


tactics of any kind can be prevented. 
A single member can stand in the way 
Of action if ho have but the physical 
endurance. The result, in this case, in 
ii complete paralysis alike of tho legis- 
lative and of the executive 
branches 


of the government. 


"This inability oi' the senate to act 


has rendered some of the most neces- 
sary legislation of tlie session impos- 
sible, at a time when the need of it 
was most pressing" and most 
evident.

"The opposition of one or two sena- 
tors has made it 
impossible to in- 


crease the membership of the 
inter- 


state commerce commission or to give 
it the altered organization 
necessary 


for its efficiency. The conservation bill, 
which should have released for imme- 
diate use the mineral resources which 
are still locked up in the public lands, 
now that their release is more imper- 
atively necessary than ever, and the 
bill which would have made the un- 
xisual water power of the country Im- 
mediately available for industry have 
both failed, thoug-h they 
have 
been 


under consideration 
throughout 
the 


sessions of two congresses and have 
been twice passed by the house of rep- 
resentatives. 


"The appropriatio ns f o r the 
army 


have failed, along- with the appropria- 
tions for the civil establishment of the 
government, the appropriations for the 
military academy at West Point 
and 


the general deficiency bill. 


Congress ]Vow Definitely United 


"It has proved impossible to extend 
the powers of the shipping board to 
meet the special- needs of the new sit- 
uation inlo which our commerce has 
been forced, or to increase the gold 
reserve of our national banking sys- 
tem to meet the unusual circumstances 
of the existing financial situation. 
"It would not cure the difficulty to 
call tho 65th congress in extraordinary 
session. 
The paralysis of the senate 
would remain. 
The purpose and the 
irit of action arc not lacking now. 
The congress is more definitely united 
in thought and purpose at this moment, 
I venture to say, than it- has been 
within the memory of any man now 
Us membership.

bers of the judiciary committee to 
believe,

one member expresses 


it—"The 
insurance 
companies

doing the thinking for the employ- 
ers, and next Wednesday the em- 
ployers will come up here to do 
the talking- for the 
companies." 


In 
other 
words, 
it 
is apparent 


that the companies which would be 
excluded 
under 
the act intend 
to 


have the 
employers 
of the 
state 


make the fight against the legisla- 
tion, 
while 
the 
companies 
remain 


discreetly in the 
background.

who attempt to "pull the chestnuts 
out of the fire" for the insurance

This oath was first administered to 


George Washington by Chancellor Liv- 
ingstone at the city hall in New Tork 
12S years ago. 


Only the cabinet members and a few 


.senators were present when Chief Jus- 
tice White administered the oath and 
the president kissed the Bible at the 
46th psalm which contains these sen- 
tences: 


"God Is our refuge and strength. The 


Lord of Hosts Is with us. The God of 
Jacob is our refuge." 


Forgot Passage of Time 


The president and chief justice were 


busily chatting when the hour of noon 
arrived. A secretary realizing that the 
president and the chief justice over- 
looked the passing of the time, touched 
Mr. White on the arm and said: 
"It 


is 12 o'clock. 
The time for the oath 


is at hand." 


The president and the chief justice 


immediately rose and stood on either 
side of the clerk of the court, who 
held a Bible in his hand. Placing his 
hand on the Bible his thumb resting 
on the verse, "The nations raged, the 
kingdoms were moved, he uttered his 
voice, the earth melted," Mr. Wilson 
took the oath in a stern voice. With 
right hand uplifted the justice said 
the oath and the president repeated 
it and then kissed the Bible. 


Chief Justice White was the first to 


extend his congratulations. 
Wringing 


the president's hand, the chief justice 
looked fervently into his face for a 
moment and 
said, 
brokenly: 
"llr. 


President, I am very, very happy." 
Then everybody in the room congratu- 
lated the president.

Lowell is being visited today by 


one of the biggest snow storms of 
the season and as a result street car 
traffic in the city and suburbs is 
greatly handicapped. 


According to weather prognostica- 


tors this storm was scheduled for last 
week, but it seems that it was de- 
layed en route. Be. that as it may. it 
has arrived and it is causing all kinds 
of trouble too. 
All outside construc- 


tion work has been suspended for the 
time being anil it may be a, few days 
before 
building 
activities 
are 
re- 


sumed. 
The storm broke out Saturday af- 


ternoon, but the snow was light and 
all (ndications 
pointed 
to nothing 


more serious than a. flurry. The snow 
fall increased during the night and 
yesterday morning the ground was 
well covered. 
The skies cleared at 


noon and the snow ceased to fall, 
but about 9 o'clock in the evening 
the real storm began and there was 
no let-up during the night. 
In order to keep its tracks in 


good condition the 'Bay State Street 
Railway Co. sent out nine snow plows 
last evening ;ind the powerful ma- 
chines were kept 
in operation 
all 


night. 
Considerable 
difficulty 
was 


experienced in keeping the large ma- 
chines 
in operation owing to 
the 


frost on the tracks and trolly wires, 
and sand cars were rushed to the 
assistance of the plows. The railway 
company was alsti handicapped by the 
fact that one of its large motors at 
the power house is out of commis- 
sion, and it was necessary to connect 
the system with that of the Lowell 
Electric' Light Corp. in order to get 
the necessary "juice" to keep the 
plows and sand cars in operation. 


The street railway, as a matter of 


fact, is getting most of Its power 
from the Lowell Electric Light Corp. 
and this is the very kind of a storm 
the street railway 
people 
dreaded 


when the big motor went out of com- 
mission, Friday, at the power house 
In Middlesex street. The trouble was 
due to the melting of segments, on the 
commutator. 


During all the forenoon today ef- 


forts were made to keep the cars on 
schedule time. bt:t that was impossi- 
ble for the hail that accompanied the 
Hnow froze.on the wires and tracks 
and made traveling "very difficult. As a 
last resort double linen were broken 
up and extra cars were pressed into 
service. Among the double lines that 
were broken up were the Lawrence 
street and Fletcher street, Broadway 
and Andover street, 
Broadway and 
Hovey square, High street and High- 
lands. Dracut Centre and Boston, and 
others. 
Cars are running on all lines, but 


way off the regular time. 
The sub- 


urban cars also report at Merrlmack 
square once in a while and until the 
Ktorm has ceased it will be impossi- 
ble to resume normal lime.

have again made their appearance, 
while some automobiles are still kept 
in operation.

A few days ago the whole natioi 


stood aghast when it was made knowi 
that Germany was endeavoring to havi 
Mexico and Japan join her in an ag 
gressive alliance against the XJnitec 
States; but even more astounding i' 
this disgraceful defection in the senati 
of the United States by which the gov 
ernment is paralyzed and held in ; 
state of helplessness that is most hu 
militating in the eyes of other nations 


President Wilson has issued a state 


ment in which lie asserts that the peril: 
now menacing the country are thi 
worst in our history; and yet in thi 
face of such an emergency, a coterii 
of senators stand out against what i! 
obviously the plain and patriotic dutj 
of the nation, thus subverting the wil 
of the majority and rendering abso. 
lutely impotent and 
ineffective, no! 


only the will of the people but the law- 
making body, thereby compelling in- 
action while American rights are beinf 
trampled upon, American lives destroy, 
ed and the sovereignty and power ol 
the United States deliberately flouted 
and set at defiance.

It is a chilly clay for the inaugural

That the wise and conservative leader- 
ship of President Wilson has been out- 
ragously blocked and 
frustrated, 
at 


least temporarily, by the senate fili- 
buster, has cast a gloom, not only over 
Washington but the entire nation. Not 
only the bill for armed neutrality, but 
many other important measures have 
been talked to death. 


An extra session must be called to 


pass some of these measures, but it is 
useless to call congress together until 
the rules of the senate are so'revised 
that a few members cannot 
prevent 


definite action. 


President Wilson had already called 


an extra session of the senate, thinking 
he might need its services on matters of 
international relations, but the outcome 
of the filibuster casts a serious doubt 
upon the reliability of the senate in 
any national emergency.

would take at least a year to put the 
country in any fit condition 
to enter 


a. war with the degree of power a na 
tion of our standing should exert. 


While the government departments 


would have to rlo the best they could, 
the people at home—those in charge 
of the factories and workshops 
and 


particularly the farms, would have to 
bear a great part of the responsibility 
in the^ production of ammunition and 
food of all kinds. Last year the crops 
were short and as a result the prices 
soared. There is little hope that the 
war will end within the present year 
so that the 'demand from abroad is 
likaly to continue. 
But

it 


should stop, this country can dispose 
of a larger crop than that of last year 
in grain, In potatoes ami 
in 
cotton. 


Next to these comes the question of 
fuel. 
The system of 
transportation 


hns fallen far short of the needs of 
the nation. Should we be involved In 
war In the near future, this defect will 
prove one of the greatest handicaps to 
the government and even to the peo- 
ple. Much of 
the present dearth of 


food line resulted not from actual scar- 
city, hut from the fnndenuacy of the 
trnnKpnrfntlon facilities.

robbed of much of what belonged to 
them by the high cost of living due 
to a variety of causes, chief of which 
are the increase in the money in cir- 
culation and the higher cost of labor. 


Besides, the railroads should not be 


allowed to own the coal supplies of the 
country as they have done to a very 
large extent in the past. It is time 
the government settled this problem 
for all time. It has been a source of 
trouble for many years and is still a 
bugaboo. 


During the next two years this coun- 


try may have a taste of what some 
of the European' nations have experi- 
enced during the last three years in 
the throes of war and the sorrows and 
privations that follow in its train. 


Then it will be incumbent upon us 


to be more industrious, and especially 
more thrifty. The burdens of the war 
will have to be borne by the entire 
world. We have enjoyed prosperity, 
which has taught us to be extravagant 
and thriftless. With the prospect of 
war staring us in the face the time to 
begin is now—the present moment, not 
tomorrow, next week, or next year. 
We are already liable to see a most 
disagreeable and humiliating exposure 
of national unpreparedness. We must 
overcome that as 
soon 
as 
possible 


by grand and united 
effort by our 


110,000,000 people. 


CLEAN UP, PLANT UP 


With the corning of spring the usual 


clean up and paint up campaign will 
be inaugurated but this year it will be 
extended to include a plant up cam- 
paign. In view of the high prices of 
all the necessaries of life, it should not 
be necessary to advise anybody of the 
opportunity to save money by planting 
a home garden with the most useful 
vegetables. For a small amount, say 
a couple of dollars, the necessary seed 
can be purchased and the 
fertilizer 


should not cost over five dollars for 
a fair sized garden. With these pre- 
liminaries the next step towards the 
successful cultivation of a garden de- 
pends upon skill in planting and prop- 
er care afterwards. Each vegetable 
requires special treatment and care 
peculiar to itself. Those who imagine 
that there is nothing to do but bury 
the seed under the surface, had better 
waste no time in gardening. If you do 
not know how to raise potatoes, cab- 
bages, turnips, carrots, tomatoes, let- 
tuce and celery, find out from some- 
3Ody who does and follow the rules to 
:he letter. 


If you want to plant your garden on 


thoroughly scientific lines, write to the 
Department of Agriculture at Wash- 
ngton for instructions on how to plant 
.he vegetables you want to grow and 
,'ou will get printed instructions of the 
most reliable kind. 


It has been estimated that a back 


•ard 25 by 50 feet, if well planted, will 
iroduce an abundance of fresh vegeta- 
bles for a family of six for an entire 
season. That would certainly cut down 
.he cost of living very materially, and 
t would also afford healthy and pleas- 
urable exercise in the open air. 
A gar- 


den of the size stated if well tilled and 
:ultivated should produce vegetables 
worth $100 and worth at least $50 un- 
der ordinary care. 


There is a movement on foot to 


make the nation self-sustaining. 
Let 


t begin with the back yards and the 
vacant lots. Turn them into 
thrift 


rardens and thus make money. 
For 


.he back yard gardens quick maturing 
•egetables are preferable, such as let- 
uco, radishes, string beans, beets, car- 
rots and tomatoes, but in the larger 
plots the potato should take a promi- 
lent place as it is certain to pay es- 
pecially when prices are driven up to 
he extraordinary figure of J3.00 
or 


upwards per bushel. 


As to the clean up and paint up, 
hat

vliic-li will doubtless be generally at- 
ended to. The city departments usu- 
ally attend to the streets and gutters, 
nit the citizens must clean up the 
bnck yards, the alleys and other places, 
where filth and rubbish have been ac- 
cumulating during the winter. The po- 
ice. if so instructed, can help along the 
clean-up movement by calling the :\t- 
:cntion of householders to any miclenn-

From the very first of his adminis- 


tration, the Mexican difficulties and tho 
European war have added immeasur- 
ably to the duties of the president, but 
he has 'managed to maintain a strict 
schedule for his working hours; he 
never has been known through per- 
sonal fault to be late with an engage- 
ment and has religiously conserved his 
time. 


A White House caller, booked for a 
five-minute interview with many a 
president often got an hour. If one ar- 
ranges a five-minute interview 
with 


Mr. Wilson, one gets exactly five min- 
utes—no more—and the way is cleared 
for the next caller. 


Although during his first administra- 


tion the president took no real vaca- 
tion, he managed to maintain a regular 
program of physical recreation neces- 
sary to conserve his health. He never 
has been out of touch with the nation's 
business. 
When at the summer White 


House at 
Cornish, 
H.. or Long 
. 


Branch, N. J., a staff of secretaries was 
close at hand. All during his first term 
the president was not away from the 
White House more than two weeks at 
a time on trips travtling about the 
country, and he never has gone further 
west than Topeka, Kansas. 


Friends of Mr. Wilson Say he dis- 


likes the idea of going into the coun- 
try, but enjoys himself when ho does 
so- 


Many word pictures of the president 


at work and at play have been written, 
but those closest to him say that his 
every day life is a natural one for a 
man who never has been wealthy and 
has grown up in an atmosphere of reg- 
ularity, and natural livinc-. 


Mr. Wilson does many things person- 


ally that could easily be done for him 
ly others. Frequently he walks from 
the executive 
offices to 
the 
White 


House to get a book or letter when he 
could more easily press a button anrt 
have someone bring it to him 
His lik- 


ing for directness of action explains 
why on raore than one occasion he has 
walked to different 
government 
de- 


partments to see cabinet members in- 
stead of summoning them to the White 
House. 
He has never allowed precer 


dent to interfere with the course he 
thought the most direct. 


The time the president's working day 


begins depends upon the season of the 
year. 
Ordinarily, in winter he gets up 


between 7 and 7.30 o'clock, but in sum- 
mer he usually arises earlier — some- 
times at 5 or 5.30. He believes in day- 
light saving whenever possible. 


When he first came to the 
White 


Houso he attended to most of his offi- 
cial work in the morning, and played 
golf in the afternoon, but this winter 
he reversed his program, and played

very healthy, and his only weaknesses 
are of the stomach and eyes.

as regular in his meals as in all his 
other habits. 


Society has no charms for Mr.. Wilson 


and for Society with a capital S he has 
a positive aversion. On more than one 
occasion his failure to hide his feelings 
has been noticeable.

No 
president since Jefferson had addressed 
the congress personally and no other 
president since Madison had addressed 
;he senate separately on foreign affairs 
as President Wilson did on his cele- 
brated peace note.

LETTER WRITTEN BY CHIEF JUS- 


TICE MARSHALL IN 1821 GUIDES 
EXERCISES 


WASHINGTON, 
March 
6.—Historic 


precedent 
written 
by Chief 
Justice 


Marshall in 1S21 guides the inaugura- 
tion of President Wilson 
today, and 


holds that even though March 4 
has 


fallen on a Sunday, there has been no 
interval 
during 
which the 
United 


States has been without a president as 
many have believed. 


It also disposes of the popul tr notion 


that the secretary of state has been 
president for a day In this interval. 


Chief Justice Marshall's ruling 
tvaa 


made in a letter to John Qulncy Aa- 
ams, then secretary of state and who 
later became president, who asked for 
his advice. 


Under date of Feb. 20, 1821, Chief 


Justice Marshall wrote: 


"Sir: . 
"I have conversed with my brethren 


on the subject you oup seated when I 
had the pleasure of seeing you, and 
\\ ill take the liberty to 
communicate 


the result. 


"As the constitution only 
provides 


that the president shall take the oath 
it prescribes 'before he enter on tne 
execution of his office,' and as the law 


silent on the subject, the time seems 


to be in some measure at th* discretion 
of that high officer. 
There is an obvi- 


ous propriety in taking the 
oath 
as 


soon as it can conveniently be taken, 
and thereby shortening tho. interval in 
which 
the 
executive 
power 
is sus- 


pended. 
But some interval Is Inevit- 


able. The time of tho actual president 
will expire, and that of Che president- 
elect commence, at 12 in the night of 


the 3d of March. It has been usual to 
take the oath at midday on the 4tn. 
Thus there has been 
uniformly 
and 


voluntarily an interval of 12 hours dur- 
ii\g which tho executive power oou.il 
not be exercised. This interval may DC 
unavoidably prolonged. Circumstances 
may prevent the declaration of the per- 
son who Is chosen until it shrill bo too 
late to communicate the intelligence of 
his 
election 
until after 
the 4th of 


March. This occurred at the first elec- 
tion. 


"Undoubtedly, on any pressing emer- 


gency the president might 
take 
the 


oath in the first hour of the 
4th 
of 


March; but it has never been thought 
necessary to do so, and he has alwaVs 
named such hour as he deemed most 
convenient. 
If 
any 
circumstances 


should render it unfit to take the oath 
on the 4th of March, and the. public 
business would sustain no Injury by 
its being deferred till the 5th, no im- 
propriety is perceived in deferring it 
till the 5th. Whether the fact that the 
4th of March comes this year on Sun- 


day be such a circumstance may per- 
haps depend very much on public opin- 
ion and feeling. Of this, from our re- 
tired habits, there are few perhaps le^a 
capable of forming a correct opinion 
than ourselves. 
Might we hazard a 


conjecture, it would rather bo in favu-r 
of postponing the oath 
till Monday 


unless some official duty 
should 
rc- 


ouire its being taken on Sunday.

Hereafter persons driving automo- 


biles or trucks and who drive into 
hydrants, breaking them off or dam- 
aging them will be held liable for the 
damage, incurred. This is substantial- 
ly the statement made this morning 
by City Solicitor William D. Regan. 
Solicitor Regan said that 
heretofore 


nobody had been held liable in such 
instances and ay the result the water 
department was forced to pay out a 
considerable sum of money each year 
for the installation of -new hydrants 
in spots where the. old ones had been 
damaged. 
Six or eight hydrants have 


been so broken since last 
fall and 


Solicitor Regan is taking the necessary 
steps to recover money for the city. 
He already has had one adjustment 
made, in the sum of 558.08 and he ex- 
pects to make another one this week. 


.Mr. .Regan has sent a general let- 


ter to the individuals or concerns who 


. are responsible for thn breaking 
of 


hydrants, stating that unless a proper 
settlement is made to the city, suits 
will (follow. 


Hydrants range in cost from 532 to

Declares Country Face to Faqe 


With Greatest Peril of History 
Unless Senate Acts to Take 
Away Power of Obstructionists 


"WASHINGTON, March 5.—President 


Wilson last night informed the coun- 
try, in a statement, that he may be 
without power to arm merchant ships 
and take other steps to meet the Ger- 
man submarine menace, in the absence 
of authority from congress. 


An extra session of 
congress, 
the 


president says, is required to 
clothe 


him with authority, but it is useless 
to call one while the senate works un- 
der the present rules which permit 
a 


small minority to keep an overwhelm- 
ing- majority from acting. 


The president 
proposes, 
therefore, 


that the special session of the senate 
which he has called to meet today re- 
vise the rules "to supply the means of 
action and save the country from dis- 
aste«." 
"A little group ol' wilful men," says 


the president in his statement, "repre- 
senting no opinion but their own, have 
rendered the great government of the 
United States helpless and contempti- 
ble." 
Crisis Worst in Country's History 


The president's statement 
in 
full 


follows: 


"The termination of the last session 


of the 6'ltli congress by constitutional 
limitation discloses a situation unpar- 
allelei in the history of the country, 
perhaps unparalleled in the history of 
any modern government. In the imme- 
diate presence of a crisis fraught with 
more, subtle and far-reaching possibil- 
ities of national danger'than any oth- 
er the government has lino\ >i within 
the whole history of its international 
relations, the congress lui-s been 
un- 


able to act either 
in 
VHi'c^nard 
the 


country or. to vindicate the elementary 
rights of its citizens. 


"More than f»00 of the 51)1 members 


of the two houses
